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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1,4-14,16,17,19 and 23 are pending in the application. Claims 4-14 and 16 are 
withdrawn from consideration. Any objections and/or rejections from previous office 
actions that have not been reiterated In this office action are obviated. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/25/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1,17,19 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Licha et al. (W098/47538 as translated in US 6,534,04161) as stated 
in the office action mailed 5/25/07. 

4. Applicant amended the instant claim 1 to remove the limitations polyalkoxyalkyi 
and aminoalkyl. 

5. The reference of Licha et al. does disclose that the of the composition of 
formula II (below) may be a C1-50 alkyi chain interrupted by 0 to 15 oxygen atoms and/or 
0 to 3 carbonyl groups and/or is substituted with 0 to 5 hydroxy groups, etc. (column 3, 
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lines 25-30 and 44-50; column 11, lines 36-53), which encompasses the Yi = -CH2- 
(CH2-0-CH2)c-CH2-OH of the instant claims. 




6. It would have been obvious at the time of the invention that the intemnediate of 
formula I (2,3,3-trimethyl-4,5-benzo-3H-indolene) necessarily contains the same 
substituent, i.e. -CH2-(CH2-0-CH2)c-CH2-OH In place of the Ci^ sulfoalkyi chain 
(formula I) in order to generate the composition of formula II as the final product. The 
resulting -CH2-(CH2-0-CH2)c-CH2-OH, etc. substituted 2,3,3-trimethyl-4,5-benzo-3H- 
indolene intemiediates of LIcha et al. encompass the compositions of the instant claims, 
i.e. -CH2-(CH2-0-CH2)c-CH2-OH substituted. 

7. Claims 1,17,19 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Achilefu et al. (US 6,180,08561) as stated in the office action mailed 
5/25/07. 

8. Applicant amended the instant claim 1 to remove the limitations polyalkoxyalkyi 
and aminoalkyl. 

9. of the composition of formula 1 may be -(CH2)g-N(R^ V(CH2)h-C02H, etc. 
(column 2, lines 63) which encompass the substituents of the instant claims. It would 
have been obvious at the time of the invention that the intermediate of formula 2 (2,3,3- 
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trimethyl-4,5-benzo-3H-indolene) must be substituted with the same Y\ such as - 
(CH2)g-N(R^V(CH2)h-C02H. etc. in place of the (A)nR group (formula 2) in order to 
generate the final compositions of formula 1 . The -(CH2)g-N(R^'*)-(CH2)h-C02H, etc. 
substituted 2,3,3-trimethyl-4,5-benzo-3H-indolene intermediates of Achilefu et al. 
encompass the compositions of the instant claims.
